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Mandate 


The Teacher Education Review 
Committee was created by the 
Deputy Minister of Education in 1985 
to examine all aspects of teacher 
education. The work of the 
committee was supported by two 
major research studies: 


- Teacher Education in Ontario: 
Current Practice and Options for the 
Future (M. Fullan & 

F. M. Connelly, 1987) 

— Perspectives on Teacher Supply and 
Demand in Ontario, 1988-2008 
(Laverne Smith, 1989) 


The Final Report of the Teacher 
Education Review Steering Committee 
(the TERC Report) was presented in 
September 1988. Recommendation 1 
of that report stated, “It is 
recommended that a provincial 
advisory council known as the 
Ontario Council on Teacher 
Education (OCTE) be established by 
September 1, 1989.” The Council’s 
name was later changed to the 
Teacher Education Council, Ontario 
(TECO). 


TECO was established to advise the 
Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
on all aspects of policy and program 
development, planning, research, and 


other issues relevant to the continued 
improvement of teacher education in 
Ontario. 


TECO’s specific mandate is to advise 
the ministers on: 


- all aspects of the certification of 
teachers; 

— policies and regulations 
concerning admissions to teacher 
education institutions, pre-service 
programs, induction programs, 
and in-service programs; 

— the process for reviewing new and 
existing programs at the pre- 
service, in-service, and graduate 
levels; 

— strategic planning and priority 
setting in general, and annual 
reporting concerning the supply 
of and demand for teachers in 
particular; and 

- funding for research projects in 
teacher education. 


Mission Statement 


TECO’s mission is to ensure 
excellence and equity in the teaching 
and learning processes in both 
official languages of instruction by: 


identifying ways and means of 
improving the selection and 
preparation of prospective 
teachers and supporting the 
renewal of teaching staff in 
Ontario schools; 

fostering the concept of teacher 
education as a continuum; 
enlisting the co-operation of 


partners in education to 


encourage positive developments 
in teacher education through 
dialogue, inquiry, research, and 
innovative undertakings; and 


— providing clear directions to the 
Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and 
Universities. 


This mission statement was developed 
by TECO members and 
representatives of the French- 
Language and Parents’ Advisory 
committees during a two-day retreat 
in March 1990. It specifies TECO’s 
major activities in concrete and 
operational terms and reflects the type 
of organization TECO wishes to be. 


In its second year, TECO continued 
to address the recommendations of 
the TERC Report. Addressing the 
recommendations generally involved 
the following stages: 


- establishing a study group 

- employing a consultant or 
researcher 

—- producing an interim report 

— tabling the study group’s final 
report with TECO 

— consulting with various parties 

- producing a TECO report 
containing recommendations for 
the two ministers 


Following is a summary of some of 
TECO’s activities during 1990-91. 
Further details are provided in later 
sections of this report. 


The Report of the Task Force on 
Admissions was tabled with TECO in 
June. A consultation process, from 
August to November 1991, will 
enable the Council to prepare its final 
recommendations to the Minister of 
Education and Minister of Colleges 
and Universities. 


The Interim Report of the Task Force 
on In-service was received in June 
1991: 


Research contracts for the Review of 
Programs and Faculty Renewal task 


forces were issued. These projects 
will culminate in a series of 
recommendations in the spring of 
1992, 


The Final Report of the Task Force on 
Recruitment and Hiring Practices was 
received, and its recommendations 
were incorporated into TECO’s 
discussions and activities. 


Activities related to Project 1995+ 
continued with the employment of 
researchers to produce a profile of 
the teachers of 1995 and beyond. 


Through a referral from the Minister 
of Education, the relationships among 
postsecondary institutions in the 
preparation of teachers for the early 
years were explored. Five meetings 
with representatives of three such 
institutions produced an interim 
report to the Minister in June. 


A research project on induction 
programs was initiated. The research 
report is due in October and will be 
linked with work in the area of pre- 
service programs. 


A steering committee of TECO 
members was formed to consider pre- 
service education, which will be an 
important component of next year’s 
activities. 


A joint committee of representatives 
from TECO and the Centre for 
Teacher Education (Ministry of 
Education) was formed to review 
and, where appropriate, to revise the 
assumptions upon which the 
ministry’s predictive model was 
based. A quarterly updating report is 
to be provided to the Council by the 
Centre for Teacher Education in the 
coming year. 


Projects in French-Language 
Education included an interim 
report on supply and demand and 
a language competency research 
assignment, which will produce a 
final report in December 1991. 


TECO continued its liaison and 
consultation activities with a focus on 
providing and obtaining information 


relating to its various task forces and 
projects. Representatives of seventy 
groups, both within and outside the 
education community, were involved 
in TECO’s activities. 


In summary, during its second year 
TECO continued and intensified its 
activities and studies regarding the 
preparation of teachers in Ontario. 


TECO’s continuing role will be to 
co-ordinate and facilitate the 
development of the teacher education 
continuum by encouraging 
collaboration and co-operation among 
the partners. 


The Council

French-Language Advisory 
Committee 


The French-Language Advisory 
Committee (FLAC) provides advice 
to TECO on matters related to 
French-language teacher education. 


FLAC’s membership, in addition to 
including TECO’s four francophone 
members, is composed of 
representatives of trustees, parents, 
the Ecole des sciences de l’éducation, 
the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities, and the Ministry of 
Education’s Centre for Teacher 
Education. 


FLAC held five meetings during 
1990-91. Much of the committee’s 
attention focused on the work of 
TECO’s task forces. Reports were 
submitted to the Task Force on 
Review of Programs, the Task Force 
on Recruitment and Hiring, and the 
Task Force on Admissions. 


With the Association des 
enseignantes et des enseignants 
franco-ontariens (AEFO), FLAC 
organized an invitational forum on 
the supply and demand of teachers 
for French-language schools. The 
purpose of the forum, funded by 
TECO and AEFO, was to focus on 
problems and solutions related to the 
recruitment of teachers for French- 
language schools across the province. 
Some forty participants from all areas 
of Ontario attended the forum and 
provided the research team with 
valuable input regarding a number of 
issues related to the staffing needs of 
French-language schools in their 
regions. 


A second research project proposed 
by FLAC and funded by TECO is 
under way and will be completed 
before November 1991. This study’s 
area of investigation is the language 
competency requirements of 
candidates in the French-language 
teacher education pre-service 
programs.

Parents’ Advisory Committee 


The six-member Parents’ Advisory 
Committee (PAC) has been active in 
TECO’s activities. The interaction 
between PAC and TECO helps to 
strengthen parental involvement 
generally in the area of education and 
specifically in teacher education. 


PAC members discussed Project 
1995+ and returned to their 
jurisdictions with views to contribute 
to each organization’s submission 
concerning the project. They also 
provided input to the members of the 
Task Force on Admissions and the 
Task Force on In-service. 


PAC presented its Second Annual 
Report to TECO in May 1991. The 
report outlined the structure, 
organization, goals, and activities of 
its three member associations — 
Fédération des associations de 
parents francophones de 1’Ontario 
(FAPFO), Federation of Catholic 
Parent-Teacher Associations of 
Ontario (FCPTAO), and Ontario 
Federation of Home and School 
Associations (OFHSA). The report 
contained three recommendations 
concerning professional development 
days. 


In 1991-92, PAC will give priority to 
responding to the task forces’ final 
reports, commenting on changes 
proposed by the Regulation 269 
Committee, and conveying 
information to TECO regarding issues 
of interest or concern to parents.

Task Forces 


To facilitate its ability to act on the 
recommendations of the TERC 
Report, to identify areas requiring 
investigation, and to respond to 
emerging issues, TECO, in 
consultation with its advisory 
committees, established procedures to 
initiate and guide the activities of 
task forces. These procedures require 
that the task forces’ terms of 
reference and makeup be approved 
by TECO and that its secretariat 
ensure appropriate representation of 
gender, system (public and separate), 
language, and geography within the 
task forces. 


The secretariat also ensures, for all 
task forces, appropriate 
representation of, or consultation 
with, visible minorities, ethnic 
minorities, Native peoples, people 
with disabilities, and constituent 
groups. Throughout the work of a 
task force, both advisory committees 
provide input and reaction to its 
activities and reports. 


Five task forces were established to 
address recommendations in the 
TERC Report and other issues. Each 
task force conducts an overview of 
existing practices in the area of study, 
identifies issues, develops options to 
address problems, and makes 
recommendations to TECO. All are 
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guided by their terms of reference 
and submit regular reports to the 
Council. During 1990-91, forty-one 
organizations and agencies were 
involved in TECO’s task forces. 


Following is a summary of the 
activities of task forces during 
1990-91. (See Appendix 1 for a list 
of the TERC recommendations for, 
and related terms of reference of, 
each task force and Appendix 2 for a 
list of the members of each task 
force.) 


Admissions 


The Task Force on Admissions was 
formed in June 1990. The objectives 
developed for the task force by TECO 
incorporated both recommendations 
from the TERC Report and issues 
identified by the Council. 


The membership of the task force’s 
core team and work groups was 
drawn from TECO’s constituent 
groups and the colleges of applied 
arts and technology. Regional, 
demographic, and language factors 
were taken into account. 


The task force held twenty-five 
meetings between June 1990 and May 
1991. In its outreach activities, it 
invited submissions from twenty-five 
education and community groups, 


obtained information from other 
provinces and educational 
jurisdictions outside Canada, and 
held day-long meetings with over 
forty representatives of other 
professions, employers, and groups in 
the education community. 


The task force presented its report to 
TECO in June 1991. The report was 
accepted for consultation purposes by 
the Council. Consultation meetings 
with representatives from school 
boards, teachers’ federations, parents’ 
associations, government, 
postsecondary institutions, and 
community groups will take place 
from August to November. 
Following an analysis of the findings 
of the consultation, TECO’s report 
will be prepared for submission to 
the Minister of Education and the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
in December 1991. 


Faculty Renewal 


The Task Force on Faculty Renewal 
held several meetings to develop a 
Request for Proposal in order to 
conduct research in this area and 
select the successful bidder. 


Professor Laverne Smith was 
awarded the research contract. As 
principal investigator, she will: 


— identify areas in which TECO can 
assist universities in meeting the 
challenge of faculty renewal; 

— propose ways of encouraging 
practising teachers to consider 
teacher education as a career; and 
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- identify areas to which particular 
attention must be directed (e.g., 
geography, gender, representation 
of Native peoples). 


The researcher's final report will be 
completed in February 1992. Upon 
receipt of the report, TECO will 
discuss the results and formulate an 
action plan for the Minister’s 
approval. 


In-service 


Established in June 1990, the Task 
Force on In-service was given the 
mandate of investigating ways and 
means of improving the development 
and delivery of in-service programs 
within the continuum of teacher 
education. 


The task force held nine meetings 
between September 1990 and June 
1991. During this first phase of its 
work, representatives of various 
sectors of the educational community 
were invited to meet the task force 
and to discuss in-service issues of 
concern or interest to them. A 
number of issues were identified as a 
result of both these presentations and 
the deliberations of the task force. 
Most of the issues concerned either 
access, professionalism, or 
responsiveness. 


A consulting firm was hired to 
undertake surveys that would give an 
overview of existing teacher 
in-service practices in the province 
and identify issues and concerns. 
These surveys will help the task force 


identify service gaps and will provide 
school boards, teachers, faculties of 
education, and other groups with an 
opportunity to make a valuable 
contribution to the review process. 


The task force submitted an interim 
report to the TECO in June 1991 and 
is scheduled to present its final report 
to the Council in March 1992. 


Review of Programs 


The members of the Task Force on 
Review of Programs held four 
meetings to develop a Request for 
Proposal to undertake research in this 
area and to determine the successful 
bidder. 


Dr. Harry K. Fisher was named 
principal investigator. He is expected 
to create a review model that will: 


— assure educational constituencies 
that teacher education programs: 

- promote quality, equity, and 
excellence in teacher education; 
impart not only adequate 
pedagogical skills but develop 
communication skills and an 
understanding of the 
environmental, cultural, and 
social impacts of the teaching 
profession on a diverse clientele 
in a changing society; and 
meet standards required for 
degree-granting and 
certification; 
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— provide a mechanism for ongoing 
discussions with the Ontario 
Council on University Affairs 
concerning new pre-service and in- 
service programs; and 

— provide a mechanism for 
consultation with the Ontario 
Council on Graduate Studies 
concerning graduate programs in 
education. 


The researcher’s final report will be 
received in February 1992. It is 
anticipated that TECO will approach 
teacher education institutions to test 
the proposed model. 


Project 1995+ 


Project 1995+ was initiated to provide 
a context for TECO’s reports, studies, 
and recommendations. It will 
produce a document that describes 
the characteristics, profile, and 

social makeup of those who will 
teach in the year 1995 and thereafter. 


Invitations were issued to one 
hundred individuals, organizations, 
and agencies to submit papers 
outlining their perception of the 
profile of the teacher of the near 
future. The responses from 
educators, economists, sociologists, 
parents, students, and community 
groups were challenging, optimistic, 
and diverse. 


In September 1991, a research project 
will begin. In it, researchers will 
analyse the responses, review 
“futures” literature, meet with 
appropriate groups, and prepare a 
document that introduces, portrays, 
and welcomes the teacher of the 
future. 


The research results will be released 
in the winter of 1992. Invitational 
conferences are envisioned as a 
means of reacting to the 
documentation. 


Collaborative Approaches to 
Teacher Education 


In response to a referral from the 
Minister of Education, TECO 
assumed the role of facilitator for a 
series of meetings, involving three 
postsecondary institutions, on the 
topic of preparing teachers for the 
early years. 


Representatives of Centennial College 
of Applied Arts and Technology, 
Ryerson Polytechnical Institute, and 
the University of Toronto’s Faculty of 
Education and Institute for Child 
Studies met five times between 
March and June. 


The following assumptions guided 
the discussion at these meetings: 


— Any collaboration between 
institutions must have as its 
primary objective increased 
benefits to the children involved in 
early childhood education 
programs. 


— Candidates for early childhood 
education programs must, in their 
preparation, be given a broad- 
based understanding of the role of 
the child in society. 

- Each institution has special 
strengths to offer to those 
preparing for involvement in early 
childhood education. 

- Some specialized accreditation is 
desirable for those who teach in 
early childhood education 
programs. 

- A specialized curriculum is 
required for early childhood 
education programs. 

— The development of early 
childhood education programs 
must involve integration, 
evaluation, research, and the 
provision of the money required to 
activate these concepts. 


The participants discussed the 
following issues: 


— the scope of early childhood 
education programs 

— admission criteria 

— liberal arts, philosophical, and 
competency bases for specialized 
curricula 

— certification 

— flexibility and mobility among 
programs, institutions, and 
experiences 

— in-service models for existing 
practitioners 


They decided that understanding and 
agreement among the institutions 
would be enhanced by the following 
approaches: 


-— faculty exchanges 

— faculty sharing 

— resource sharing (programs, 
materials, etc.) 

— sensitivity to the contemporary 
social agenda 

— an awareness of developments in 
both the child care and educational 
aspects of early childhood 
education 

— funding for proposals 


An additional-qualifications course, 
co-operatively developed and 
delivered by the three institutions, 
will be offered starting in September 
1991. It will be compatible with the 
previously listed assumptions and 
will embody many of the 
recommended approaches. 


Induction Programs 


TECO approved the contracting of 
Dr. Ardra Cole and Ms. Nancy 
Watson as principal investigators to 
monitor the Carleton Board of 
Education’s induction program and 
to develop an overview of other 
induction programs in the province. 


Their final report, Support for 
Beginning Teachers: Ontario 
Perspectives, has been received. TECO 
will discuss the findings and a 
proposed plan of action in the fall of 
1991; 
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Pre-service 


The TERC Report confirms the 
assumption that all teacher education 
activities, including the pre-service 
phase, can and must be viewed as a 
continuum. The report also suggests 
that pre-service programs must: 


— exhibit consistency in honouring 
the basic requirements outlined in 
Regulation 269; 

— exhibit flexibility by recognizing 
differences in the size, location, 
language of instruction, and social 
context of each faculty; 

— give students an understanding of 
the historical, philosophical, social, 
religious, legal, and professional 
aspects of education; 

— include five basic components: 

the context of teaching 
the basis for teaching and 
learning 
pedagogy 
curriculum studies 
field-based experience; 
= be adjusted: 
in light of new developments in 
yeas and learning, 
to acknowledge changes in 
admission requirements, 
to embrace induction programs. 


A steering committee of four TECO 

members was formed to address the 
area of pre-service. The committee is 
to present a report that will: 


— identify the issues in pre-service 
education; 

— prioritize these issues; 

— by consultation, confirm and/or 
revise the issues; and 

— suggest methods of addressing the 
issues. 


Joint Committee on Supply 
and Demand 


A joint committee composed of 
representatives from TECO and the 
Centre for Teacher Education, 
Ministry of Education, was formed in 
February. The committee’s terms of 
reference were: 


— to examine the assumptions that 
form the basis for the “Predictive 
Model” (MOE); 

— to seek a clarification of, and a 
rationale for, the existing 
assumptions; 

— to recommend additional 
assumptions; and 

— to report observations and/or 
make recommendations on a 
regular basis. 


The committee held three meetings, 
and the above terms of reference 
were addressed and acted upon. 


Quarterly reports on supply and 
demand issues and observations will 
be presented to TECO by the Centre 
for Teacher Education. 


The joint committee remains active 


and can be called to meeting by the 
joint chairs. 


Outreach and Consultation 


As part of its ongoing support for 
TECO’s activities, the secretariat’s 


liaison activities include meetings and 


discussions with members of the 
Council’s constituent groups. This 
year, emphasis was placed on . 
obtaining and providing information 
directly related to ongoing projects 


such as task forces and research 
projects. Over sixty meetings were 
held with representatives of the 
constituent groups. 


Consultation with other groups 
included discussions, presentations, 
and requests for written submissions 
on particular topics of interest. 
During the year, TECO’s secretariat 
met with representatives from over 
twenty groups from the larger 
community and received submissions 
from additional groups and 
individuals. 


Appendix 3 lists the organizations 
and individuals involved in TECO’s 
liaison and consultative activities. 


The Retreat 


In June, TECO’s members and the 
secretariat staff participated in a two- 
day retreat. During the retreat, the 
Final Report of the Task Force on 
Admissions was tabled and discussed 
with task force members, the Interim 
Report of the Task Force on 
In-service was presented by the 
chairperson, plans for the upcoming 
study of pre-service programs were 
formulated, and an agenda was 
established for next year’s activities. 
The Deputy Ministers of Education 
and of Colleges and Universities 
attended portions of the retreat.
